•  INDOT is rehabilitating the SR 163 Bridge over Brouilletts Creek.
•  The project will address the bridge’s deteriorating condition and structural deficiencies.
•  Damage to the bridge caused by vehicular strikes will be repaired.
•  Improvements will extend the life of the bridge.

Initial Preferred Alternative
• The draft environmental document was available for review early this year.
• The initial preferred alternative reduced the bridge to a single travel lane.
• Bi-directional traffic would have been maintained through traffic signals.
• A public hearing and formal comment period were held in January 2023.

We Listened
• More than 100 comments were received.
• Most were opposed to the initial preferred alternative
• Concerns focused on one-lane traffic/traffic signals.
• More than 400 people signed a petition opposing one-lane traffic.

What’s Changed
• Two lanes of traffic are maintained.
• No signals are added.
• Shoulders are slightly narrower than existing.
• Metal bridge railing is added.

Bridge Improvements
• Deteriorated bottom chords, stringers,
   and gusset plates are being replaced.
• Abutment deterioration is being repaired.
• Substantial scour protection is being added.
• Bridge railing is safer than existing.

Next Steps
• Final design and NEPA document are underway.
• Contract is to be awarded in early 2025.
• Construction is expected to begin in spring 2025.
• Full bridge closure of 8 to 16 months expected.
